[LABOR'S VITAL TASK 
Bv Bressler 
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PLEDGE TO THE FLAG 


There appears to be no grounds for a com- 


plaint upon the part of any American child 
or parent to the resolution adopted by the 
Board of Education requiring every student 
in the schools of the city to pledge allegiance 
to the flag. In the grade schools the pledge 
will be given at the opening of each school 
day and in the Michael School and High 
School the pledge will be given at the opening 
of every assembly in these schools. 


In addition to the pledge to the flag it 


might be well to hoid frequent exercises in 
the schools pointing to important phases in 
the history of our country. It should also be 
salutary for any great number of parents to 
become better informed about any/period of 
this nation's history. There have been some 
things in our past which surprise the delving 
citizen who has been a little smug. Some 
phases of our development have been neg- 
lected in the school texts and others over- 
emphasized. We need a new and deeper un- 
derstanding of our country's settlement and 
the endless struggle 'for freedom and prog- 
ress. 


We do not advocate that the history of our 


country should be handled in the schools and 
colleges as propaganda, teaching boys and 
girls that our country has always been right 
and always will be, no matter what it does. 
We do not handle our political and govern- 
mental affairs in this fashion — we always 
ildVe jJeU uea diiu uiiuca icuiug uie 
LIUUI 


about governmental acts as they see it. The 
history of our country should be viewed ob- 
jectively and taught correctly and thor- 
oughly. 


One of the most disquieting situations in 


this country is that which has to do with our 
schools. For several years there has been 
an insidious penetration of our schools and 
colleges by those who would, in one way or 
another, destroy traditional American de- 
mocracy. This has not been always charac- 
terized by the teaching of Communism. Often 
it is a strategy of disillusion, with a teacher 
or a text book seeking to make light of 
American patriotism and the motives of the 
founding fathers and other men who always 
have been regarded as American heroes. 


The other day Lee R. Pennington, adminis- 


trative assistant to J. Edgar Hoover, head of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, made 
an address to the Rotary Club in Washington 
in which he said: 


"Doctrines wholly un-American have got- 


ten into our educational institutions. Stu- 
dents are listening to influences which are 
striving to make us a nation divided against 
itself • * * We know there are instructors 
in schools throughout the country teaching 
subversive subjects, but it is a mystery to the 
F.B.I. why such practices are permitted to 
exist when they could be stopped easily be- 
fore they get a foothold. * * * 


"The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation has 


recently conducted a series of conferences 
with state and municipal authorities to map 
a plan of attack on these evil forces. We 
have found that these un-American teach- 
ings have not alone crept into our schools, 
but into our pulpits and, in many instances, 
the daily press." 


Here is a danger more insidious than the 


much advertised fifth column because it is 
harder to meet. Jt is being fostered princi- 
cipally by men and women who were born 
in the United States and should know better. 
Mr, Pennington's words deserve careful re- 
flection.

But we are probably heading to- 
ward a moderate federal control of political 
activities in conflict with our free institu- 
tions.

MENTAL AILMENTS 


Just a few years ago tuberculosis—consumption 


—was considered a fatal disease; the patient might 
last for months or even a year or two, .but the dis- 
ease would surely carry him off. Similarly with dia- 
betes and pernicious anaemia. Today, tuberculosis 
stands well down the list of the causes of death and 
to have tuberculosis is no longer a death warrant 


Similarly with diabetes and pernicious anaemia. 


As long as diabetics take their insulin regularly 
they are safe, and patients with pernicious anaemia 
have but to use liver or liver extract to keep alive. 


What appears to bo an even harder problem is 


the prevention and cure of mental ailments, yet Dr. 
Frederic H. Leavitt, Philadelphia, as guest editor 
of the Medical World, states this should be tackled- 
just as tuberculosis was tackled and overcome. Tu- 
berculosis, the great white plague, was Captain of 
the Legions of Death. Through a campaign* of edu- 
cation in acquainting the general public with know- 
ledge of the cause, prevention, and treatment, tuber- 
culosis in many places has dropped from first to fifth 
place as a cause of death. 


That the same results may be obtained in the 


prevention of mental ailments is the belief of the 
medical profession. It can be accomplished by a 
campaign of educating the general public as to the 
cause, prevention, and treatment. 


Dr. Leavitt points out the excellent results by 


educating the public about mental ailments obtain- 
ed in the treatment of that "great destroyer" of the 
minds of young men and women—dementia precox 
or persistent dream state — particularly by the 
treatment with insulin and meirazoi shock. 


Perhaps the greatest advance in the prevention 


of mental ailments is that the family physician now 
recognizes the early signs of mental disorder, such 
as behavior symptoms which, if corrected early, will 
| prevent the growing boy or girl becoming a mental 
' patient. The family physician advises the parents to 


get the boy and girl to play more and mix with 
others so that there will be little or no time for 
"day dreaming."

broad group of skilled trades. The 
industry has been in the doldrums 
for years because building costs 
were so high, it was cheaper for 
people to rent than to build. This 
year the indus_try has begun to 
show marked signs of revival, de- 
spite peak costs of both labor and 
materials. Yet, our building trades- 
men, highest paid in the world, 
are pushing up their w-ages, cut- 
ting down their hours again! 


Residential building has been 


getting a little more courage each 
year since 1932. Only in 1937 was 
there a let-down—due to the run- 
away increase in both labor and 
material costs! Monthly building 
contracts are making new peaks 
since 1929_, but so are construction 
costs, while rents are making no 
progress in either direction. The 
recent rise in costs has been due 
entirely to mark-ups in • wages 
which have more than offset de- 
clines in prices of building materi- 
als. Defense building, coupled with 


tradesmen—to relax their hour re- 
strictions, to lay off wage increas- 
es, to shun labor troubles, to get 
down to brass tacks. Clean the 
rogues and rascals out of your' un- 
ions. Do your part-to speed up, 
not hold back, • our defense-pro- 
gram.

After all the 
hue and cry about the need for a 
selective service system so that 
the young men, essential to indus- 
try, would not volunteer and after 
all the argument about "universal 
service" as an obligation resting 
equally on all youth, the Senate 
has adopted a law permitting dis- 
tinctions to be made between the 
"volunteer" and the "draftee." In 
the last war volunteering was per- 
mitted for a month and then was 
stopped in response 
to public 


criticism. 


The nation's morale and its 


trust in public officials will not be 
improved by. the adoption of two 
systems for getting soldiers — sys- 
tems that do not harmonize, but 
mean only disorganization 
at a 


time when the selection of men 
for .training should p r o c e e d 
smoothly and without disorgan- 
ization.- 


Likewise in the amendment, per- 


mitting' plants to be comman- 
deered, the Senate has furnished 
an example of typical demagoguery 
in a democracy. " It is well known 
that labor is not to be conscripted 
for service in private 
industry. 


The fact that the- government 
takes over a plant does not mean 
it can control the employes to 
work against then- will unless they 
are brought into the army or navy. 
If a manufacturer does not think 
he can make ends meet on a pro- 
posed cantract, he can allow his 
factory to be commandeered, but 
the government would then have 
to pay the wages demanded or 
else compel the workers to accept 
military wages. 


Few things could be more de- 


moralizing to industry than the 
helter-skelter approach which our 
members of .Congress are using in 
trying to meet defense needs. 
Having delayed the aircraft pro- 
gram by rigid limitations on the 
profit-margin without fixing the 
tax -allowances so that a manufac- 
turer ''could figure out his costs 
and subcontractors 
could make

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PLEDGE TO THE FLAG 
There appears to lie no grounds for a com­ 
plaint upon the part of any American child 
or j»arent to the resolution adopted by the 
Board of Education requiring every student 
in the schools of the city to pledge allegiance 
to the flag. In the g rad e schools the pledge 
will be given at the opening of each school 
day and in the Michael School and High I 
School the pledge will fie given at the opening 
of every’ assembly in these schools. 
In addition to the pledge to the flag It 
might be well to hold frequent exercises in 
the schools pointing to important phases in 
the history of our country. It should also be 
salutary for any great number of parents to 
become better informed about any period of 
this nation s history. There have been some 
things in our past which surprise the delving 
citizen who has been a little smug. Some 
phases of our development have been neg­ 
lected in the school texts and others over­ 
emphasized. We need a new and deeper un­ 
derstanding of our country’s settlement and 
the endless struggle for freedom and prog­ 
ress. 
We do not advocate that the history of our 
country should be handled in the schools and 
colleges as propaganda, teaching boys and 
girls that our country has always been right 
and always will he, no matter what it does. 
We do not handle our political and govern­ 
mental affairs in this fashion—we always 
have parties and critics telling the truth 
about governmental acts as they see it. The 
history of our country should be viewed ob­ 
jectively and taught correctly and thor­ 
oughly. 
One of the most disquieting situations in 
this country is that which has to do with our 
schools. For several years there has been 
an insidious penetration of our schools and 
colleges by those who would, in one way or 
another, destroy traditional American de­ 
mocracy. This has not been always charac­ 
terized by the teaching of Communism. Often 
it is a strategy of disillusion, with a teacher 
or a text book seeking to make light of 
American patriotism and the motives of the 
founding fathers and other mon who always 
have been regarded as American heroes. 
The other day Lee R. Pennington, adminis­ 
trative assistant to J. Edgar Hoover, head of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, made 
an address to the P,otary Club in Washington 
in which he said: 
‘‘Doctrines wholly un-American have got­ 
ten into our educational institutions. 
Stu­ 
dents are listening to influences which are 
striving to make us a nation divided against 
itself • • • We know there are instructors 
in schools throughout the country teaching 
subversive subjects, but it is a mystery to the 
F.B.I. why such practices arc permitted to 
exist when they could be stopped easily lie- 
fore they get a foothold. • • • 
‘‘The Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
recently conducted a series of conferences 
with state and municipal authorities to map 
a plan of attack on these evil forces. We 
have found that these un-American teach­ 
ings have not alone crept into our schools, 
but into our pulpits and, in many instances, 
the daily press.” 
Here is a danger more insidious than the 
much advertised fifth column because it is 
harder to meet. It is being fostered princi- 
cipally by men and women who were born 
in the United States and should know better. 
Mr. Pennington's words deserve careful re­ 
flection. 


THE PERILOUS ‘‘ISMS’’

Our 
federal government hesitates to proscribe 
them because of our long tradition and prac­ 
tice of free sjieech, press and political or­ 
ganization. But we are probably heading to­ 
ward a moderate federal control of political 
activities in conflict with our free institu­ 
tions. 


FRIENDLY AIR BRIDGE 
There has been plenty of international 
radio propaganda, but here is something dif­ 
ferent. The World Wide Broadcasting Foun­ 
dation has established an “Atlantic Friend­ 
ship Bridge" on the air waves to cheer the 
British people in their “hour of trial.” Sym­ 
pathetic and reassuring programs are broad­ 
cast on the Foundation’s short wave station, 
WRUL, in Boston. 
There is evidence that this “helpfulness 
and reassurance" w ill be appreciated by Brit­ 
ish listeners. When a fellow or a nation is 
making a gallant and exhausting fight, an 
occasional word of assurance or a friendly 
pal on the back helps a lot.

Just a few years ago tuberculosis—consumption 
—w-as considered a fatal disease; the patient might 
last for months or even a year or two, but the dis­ 
case would surely carry him off. Similarly with dia­ 
betes and pernicious anaemia. Today, tuberculosis 
stands well down the list of the causes of death and 
to have tuberculosis is no longer a death warrant. 
Similarly with diabetes and pernicious anaemia. 
As long as dialytic* take their insulin regularly 
they are safe, and patients with pernicious anaemia 
have but to use liver or liver extract to keep alive. 
W hat appears to be an even harder problem is 
the prevention and cure of mental ailments, yet Dr. 
Frederic H. Leavitt. Philadelphia, as guest editor 
of the Medical World, states this should be tackled 
just as tuberculosis was tackled and overcome. Tu­ 
berculosis, the great white plague, was Captain of 
the Legions of Death. Through a campaign of edu­ 
cation m acquainting the general public with know­ 
ledge of the cause, prevention, and treatment, tuber­ 
culosis in many places has dropped from first to fifth 
place as a cause of death. 
That the same results may be obtained in the 
prevention of mental ailments is the belief of the 
medical profession. It can be accomplished by a 
campaign of educating the general public as to the 
cause, prevention, and treatm ent. 
Dr. Leavitt points out the excellent results by 
educating the public about mental ailments obtain­ 
ed in the treatm ent of that “great destroyer’’ of the 
minds of young mon and women—dementia precox 
or persistent dream state — particularly by the 
treatm ent with insulin and metrazol shock. 
Perhaps the greatest advance in the prevention 
of mental ailments is that the family physician now 
recognizes the early signs of mental disorder, such 
as behavior symptoms which, if corrected early, will 
prevent the growing boy or girl becoming a mental 
patient. The family physician advises the parents to 
get the boy and girl to play more and mix with 
others so that there will be little or no time for 
“day dreaming."
